COIN  GLASS 

Collectors  of  coins,  glass  and  Americana 
often  express  an  interest  whenever  a piece  of 
Coin  Glass  is  displayed.  The  many  delightful 
patterns  in  which  it  may  be  found  and  the 
beauty  and  shapes  appeal  to  all  alike.  This 
glass  is  first  of  all  American;  it  provides  a 
most  harmonious  adjunct  to  coins  or  other 
American  furnishings  and  it  is  decorative. 
As  a conversation  piece  it  is)  sure-fire. 

U.  S.  frosted  coin  glass  is  one  of  our  most 
fascinating  patterns.  The  Central  Glass,  Co. 
of  Wheeling,  West  Virginia  is  credited  with 
making  it  in  1 892  in  anticipation  of  the 
Columbian  Expostion  at  Chicago.  Sen.  Scott 
of  West  Virginia,  a member  of  the  firm,  was 
supposed  to  have  supplied  the  coins  but  the 
good  Senator  should  have  been  aware  of  the 
change  of  design  planned  for  1 892  in  the 
dime,  quarter  and  half  dollar  series.  The 
coins  are  generally  dated  1 892  but  are  often 
of  the  liberty  seated  type  which  ran  only  up 
to  1891. 

The  glass  was  produced  less  than  five 
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months  when  a Treasury  Department  repre- 
sentative decided  that  this  process  of  re- 
producing coins  was  in  abrogation  of  the 
counterfeit  laws.  He  confiscated  the  molds 
and  all  the  glass  on  public  sale  that  could 
be  found.  As  a result  there  is  only  a limited 
amount  of  this  glass  in  existence. 

Collectors  should  be  wary  of  a Canadian 
reproduction  on  which  the  coins  have  no 
dates  and  which  has  a dull  greenish  hue 
rather  than  the  crystal  clearness  of  the 
original. 

The  Antique  Gallery  has  just  acquired  the 
splendid  Ickes  Collection  of  57  pieces,  an 
unusually  large  one  for  Coin  Glass.  Com- 
potes of  various  sizes  in  both  the  clear  and 
frosted  types,  butter  plates,  bread  trays, 
vegetable  dishes,  saucers  and  glasses  are  ail 
part  of  this  unusual  collection.
